T h a t portion of M org an street, 
south of Eleventh and east

Seventh street, was throw n oper 
to traffic a t noon today , follow­ 
ing a session of the county board 
of 
com m issioners 
Thursday , 
w hen they sat as a court 
and 
heard evidence pertaining to the 
paving . 
The com m issioners 
overruled 
a move m ade by the county en­ 
g ineer in w hich it was 
stated 
th a t th ere was no issue at stake 
at th e present tim e, because he 
had followed th e law and filed 
a report. 
The 
commissioners 
contended, however, th a t his re ­ 
port failed to approve or reject 
th e paving , and the session was 
held, w hich resulted in the com ­ 
m issioners passing on th e 
por­ 
tion of work contained in 
the 
report on file. 
The report of the county 
e n­ 
g ineer, as filed w ith the auditor, 
stated th a t th e contractor 
had 
neg lected to place 259 barrels of 
cem ent on th a t portion of 
the 
street. 
W hen th e evidence was heard 
from th e other side, the com m is­ 
sioners were convinced th a t the 
street h ad been properly 
con­ 
structed, and would w arrant the 
acceptance of it, insofar as the 
stretch under controversy , was 
concerned. 
Two non-interested eng ineers 
w ere heard by th e com m ission­ 
ers. one representing the 
state 
hig hw ay departm ent and 
the 
o th er a cem ent concern. 
It was disclosed th a t on 
the 
stretch of paving under contro­ 
versy , fig uring on a depth of six 
inches, it would req uire 6.38 5.11 
sq uare y ards of paving , w hich in 
turn fig ures 1.7 barrels of 
ce­ 
m ent per cubic y ard. The am ount 
of cem ent then, com puted from 
th e depth as shown on the plans 
and specifications would req uire 
1.8 09 .11 barrels. 
The 
evidence 
w as not contradictory in disclos­ 
ing th a t th e 
contractor 
had 
placed in the street 1.8 27 barrels, 
w hich were more th an 17 ba r­ 
rels req uired. 
In addition, it was also 
p re­ 
sented to 
the 
commissioners 
th a t th e specifications allowed a 
7b percent variance, so th a t if 
th e difference in cem ent q uan­ 
tities w as still w ithin th a t p er­ 
cent, th e concrete would be g ood.

W ashing ton, Sept. 14—<U.R)—A 
50 percent increase in the vol­ 
um e of U nited S tates airm ail has 
resulted from the reduction in 
rates which took effect Aug . 1, 
according to Postoffice D epart­ 
m ent officials here. 
The increase has been p articu­ 
larly heavy on the trans-co ntin­ 
ental haul, but the feeder lines 
also are profiting . The new rate 
is five cents for the first ounce. 
The heavy m ails have necessi­ 
tated the developm ent of a new 
ty pe of 'plane carry ing m ail ex ­ 
clusively , instead of m ail 
and 
passeng ers as heretofore. Planes 
of this 
ty pe, 
carry ing 
18 00 
pounds of m ail will be placed in 
operation between Chicag o and 
San Francisco on Oct. 1. 
The ex traordinary increase in 
domestic air-m ails will encour­ 
ag e the rapid evolution of inte r­ 
national air m ail facilities, ac­ 
cording to postal officials,

^ç^ASHINGTON—-'Nearly 
every- 
one has a watch, wrist or 
pocket, so the Smithsonian Insti­ 
tution has added an exhibit to its 
great museum which shows how 
that happened. 
The collection was donated by 
a New Haven company and in­ 
cludes many old specimens of 
clocks and watches which show 
the development of timepieces. 
The water clock that Archimedes 
constructed isn’t among it, but 
there are more than enough old 
time -instruments to demonstrate 
the evolution. 
King Alfred of 
England is 
credited with inventing the time­ 
keeping candle, as well as the first 
horn lamp shade, and the Smith­ 
sonian has such a candle—not 
King Alfred’s—which was marked 
off in numbered spaces and in­ 
tended to burn equal lengths in a 
given time. 
Somewhat similar is an old oil 
lamp which has the hours marked 
off in similar spaces on the glass 
oil container which rests above 
the wick. As the oil burnt slowly 
it fell and drained off the hours. 
VARIOUS types of hour glasses, 
of course, including one set of 
fourteenth century glasses found 
in Nuremburg in which the drop­ 
ping sands not only indicated the 
passing of hours but also of quar­ 
ter hours and the half hour. 
Spain 
contributed 
a sundial 
used by shepherds and carried in 
the pocket. Perhaps this was the 
first watch. 
It’s a tiny ivory 


cylinder with 
queer curv es o n 
which the shadows traced the pas­ 
sage of time. 
The Germans were experts In 
early watchmaking and 
clock- 
making and the exhibit contains 
beautiful Ivory pocket sundials. 
One is a seventeenth century 
specimen from Nuremburg, hinged 
and 
folding 
together. 
These 
watches contained magnetic com­ 
passes, 
elaborate 
astronomical 
charts and lists of the latitudes of 
the 
principal 
European 
cities.! 
They had string gnomons. There 
are sixteenth century specimens 
from China and Japan. 
There’s a model of the primi­ 
tive sundial used by the Monta- 
gnais Indians, who merely set up a 
staff in the snow and noted the 
angles 
between 
shadows 
from 
time to time. 
And an iron clock dial, six­ 
teenth century French, on which 
the figures run backward because 
the dial revolved instead of the 
hands.

So ldiers.

Ho spitals, fro m their v ery nature 
and

be put into a hospital instead. 
Rather, if we are wise enough to

ment, no hurrying and scurry­ 
ing in “get ready" but on 
the 
contrary the operating room was 
in readiness, the physicians and 
surgeons were at attention, beds 
were in readiness. There was no 
confusion, no wondering “what 
will we do.” As these patients 
arrived they were 
examined, 
many of them being discharged, 
but not until the records were 
made complete as to each indi­ 
vidual. The more seriously 
in­ 
jured were held for treatment. 
In an hour after, this a ‘second 
accident happened, one man be­ 
ing seriously injured. It is condi­ 
tions like these 
that 
should 
bring home to all citizens the 
fact that the hospital is not on­ 
ly a necessity at all times but is 
indispensable in emergencies.

First, becau se of the in creas­ 
in g shortage of doctors in ru ral 
commu n ities. Ru sh Cou n ty , I am 
told, has abou t half the n u mber 
of phy sician s n ow th at were here 
a few decades ago. An d in the 
cou n try n ow the on ly phy sician s 
are men of middle age or older. 
When these phy sician s die, 
as 
ev en phy sician s mu st, some day , 
n o on e comes in to take their 
places. The y ou n g medical stu ­ 
den ts of today hav e their ey es 
tu rn ed toward the cities where 
(popu lation is con gested 
an d 
where they hav e facilities 
for 
the proper treatm en t of disease 
an d in ju ry . 
The death rate in ru ral dis­ 
tricts has n ot been 
materially 
lessen ed in the last 20 y ears, bu t 
the death rate in large 
cities 
du rin g the same period has been 
redu ced. This con dition is du e, 
accordin g to medical au thorities, 
to the better facilties in cities 
for diagn osis an d treatm en t .of 
disease. 
The American Medical Asso­ 
ciation . in its March, 1925 , Jou r­ 
n al, states: -The lack of hospi­ 
tals has u n dou btedly been a pro­ 
min en t factor in the aban don ­ 
men t of smaller ru ral commu n ­ 
ities by phy sician s, sin ce well-to- 
do cou n try people 
hav e 
been 
forced to go to larger town s an d 
cities for hospital care. An 
in ­ 
crease in the n u mber of modern 
hospitals, therefore, ev en thou gh 
small, will help to brin g a wider 
distribu tion of phy sician s." 
In the secon d place, a modern , 
well-equ pped hospital will make 
the cou n try more attractiv e 
to 
ou r y ou n g people, as well as to 
doctors who are seekin g a field 
of serv ice. In on e y ear 2 million 
people migrated from the cou n ­ 
try to the cities of the Un ited 
States, an d on ly 8 00,000 from the 
cities to the cou n try . We u se to 
sin g: “How are y ou goin g 
to 
keep them down on the farm, 
after they ’v e seen Paree?" This 
is becomin g a real problem. 
We hear a great deal 
today 
abou t relief for the farmer bu t 
v ery little abou t relief for the 
farm er’s wife. The farm er’s wife 
often looks with en v y 
toward 
the city -dweller’s wife, who toils 
n ot. n either does she spin , y et 
“Solomon in all his glory was n ot 
so array ed.” The farm er’s wife 
today has con v en ien ces of which 
her gran dmother n ev er dreamed 
—sewin g machin e, telephon e an d 
the family “fliv v er,” bu t what of 
the av erage farm er’s wife. The 
gov ern men t has been bu sy gath­ 
erin g facts abou t her, an d here 
are a few pertin en t facts 
that 
will help y ou to v isu alize 
her 
n eed: “Her av erage 
hou rs of 
daily toil are thirteen for the 
su mmer an d a fraction ov er ten 
for the win ter: all her day s of 
rest, taken on e at a time u su ally , 
add u o less than two weeks per 
y ear. She cares for an av erage of 
eight rooms, carries in the water 
in three cases ou t of fiv e 
an d 
does her own stwin g, men din g, 
bakin g an d washin g in n in ety - 
I fiv e cases ou t of ev erv hu n dred, 
j In eight cases ou t of ten 
she 
I clean s an d cares for 
kerosen e 
lamps, keeps from on e to 
two 
stov es eroin g, an d in more than 
on e half the cases carries in the 
fu el herself. Fortv -two percen t 
of the farms hav e power 
m a­ 
chin es (for the farms) bu t on ly 
fifteen percen t of the 
hou ses 
(hav e power machin es.) 
There 
is ru n n in g water in on e hou se 
in three an d a bath tu b in on e 
ou t of fiv e. Most of the homes 
| hav e sewin g machin es bu t on ly 
fifty -sev en percen t hav e wash­ 
in g machin es an d 
forty -sev en 
percen t carpet sweepers. 
On e 
fou rth of the farmers’ wiv es still 
help ou t in the 
field in 
ru sh 
season s, an d as man y help all 
the time with the liv e 
stock. 
Thev liv e stren u ou s liv es, as do 
their hu sban ds, bu t more in doors 
than ou t an d an d in a mon oton ­ 
ou s rou tin e from which his work 


fin ds more frequ en t relief.” 
Yet amid these con dition s an d 
with all these tasks u pon their 
han ds, "ru ral women are bear­ 
in g three ou t of fiv e of ou r com­ 
in g American citizen s.” 
When a girl marries a preach­ 
er she doesn ’t kn ow th at 
he 
hopes to fin d in his 
wife 
a 
* cook, hou sekeeper, 
lau n dress, 
seamstress, mother for 
child­ 
ren , diction ary , 
en cy clopedia, 
n u rse, su ccessfu l ju ggler of the 
bu dget, priv ate secretary , effic­ 
ien t shock-absorber an d a bright 
an d cheery compan ion , an d that 
the chu rch hopes to secu re 
in 
her a Bible School teacher, pres­ 
iden t for an y organ ization , de­ 
partm en tal su perin ten den t, dip­ 
lomat, member of 
the 
choir, 
leader of dramatics, 
mu sician , 
pu blic speaker, a tasty dresser, 
bu t n ot too tasty , an d a chu rch 
v isitor. If she can add garden ­

are 
gettin g 
wiser. The serpen t fooled Moth­ 
er Ev e, bu t Ev e’s dau ghters are 
becomin g wiser. If we ex pect wo­ 
man to stay on the farm 
we 
mu st giv e her some of the con ­ 
v en ien ces en joy ed by her town 
an d city sisters, 
an d 
amon g 
these con v en ien ces, n on e 
will 
make the farm more attractiv e 
than a modern , 
well-equ ipped 
hospital for the care of the far­ 
mer’s wife an d her children . 
Dou btlessly some will 
argu e 
that farmers’ wiv es of the y ears

Evidence at Hearing on Portion 


of Morgan Street, Showed 


Contractor was in the 


Right 


Mm-EVTERESTED REPORTS 


FROM ENGINEERS HEARD 


Disclosed More Cement Went In- 


to Street Than Required— 


Other Streets Wait 


That portion of Morgan street, 


south of Eleventh and east of 
Seventh street, was thrown oper 
to traffic at noon today, follow- 
ing a session of the county board 
of 
commissioners 
Thursday, 


when they sat as a court and 
heard evidence pertaining to the 
paving. 


The commissioners overruled 


a move made by the county en- 
gineer in which it was 
stated 


that there was no issue at stake 
at the present time, because he 
had followed the law and filed 
a report. The 
commissioners 


contended, however, that his re- 
port failed to approve or reject 
the paving, and the session was 
held, which resulted in the com- 
missioners passing on the por- 
tion of work contained in 
the 


report on file. 


The report of the county en- 


gineer, as filed with the auditor, 
stated that the contractor had 
neglected to place 259 barrels of 
cement on that portion of the 
street. 


When the evidence was heard 


from the other side, the commis- 
sioners were convinced that the 
street had been properly con- 
structed, and would warrant the 
acceptance of it, insofar as the 
stretch under controversy, was 
concerned. 


Two. non-interested engineers 


"were heard by the commission- 
ers, one representing the state 
highway department and 
the 


other a cement concern. 


It was disclosed that on the 


stretch of paving under contro- 
versy, figuring on a depth of six 
inches, it would require G.385.1) 
square yards of paving, which in 
turn figures 1.7 barrels of ce- 
njent per cubic yard. The amount 
of cement then, computed from 
the depth as shown on the plans 
and specifications would require 
1,809.11 barrels. The evidence 
was not contradictory in disclos- 
ing that the 
contractor had 


placed in the street 1.827 barrels, 
which were more than 17 bar- 
rels required.

Mail Shows 50 Percent 


Increase 


TRANS-CONTINENTAL HAUL 


SHOWS BIGGER BUSINESS 


Increase Has Caused 
Govern- 


ment to Develop a New Type 


of Plane to Carry Mail 


Washington, Sept. 14—<U.R>—A 


50 percent increase in the vol- 
ume of United States airmail has 
resulted from the reduction in 
rates which took effect Aug. 1, 
according to Postoffiee Depart- 
ment officials here. 


The increase has been particu- 


larly heavy on the trans-contin- 
ental haul, but the feeder lines 
also are profiting. The new rate 
is five cents for the first ounce. 


The heavy mails have necessi- 


tated the development of a new 
type of 'plane carrying mail ex- 
clusively, Instead of mail 
and 


passengers as heretofore. Planes 
of this 
type, carrying 1800 


pounds of mail will be placed in 
operation between Chicago and 
San Francisco on Oct. 1. 


Tho extraordinary increase in 


domrstic air-mails will encour- 
age the rapid evolution of inter- 
national air mail facilities, ac- 
cording to postal officials, and 
Latin-American mails will 
all 


derive advantage from facilities 
already existent or contemplat- 
ed. 


Mails to the Orient are bene- 


fited by the fast trans-contin- 
ental service which permits cor- 
respondents on the Atlantic sea- 
board to save two days in the 
transmission-of letters intended 
for transpacific steamers. The 
heavy volume of trans-continen- 
tal airmail indicates that 
a 


considerable volume of Oriental 
mail now is moving by airplane 
on the first stage of its journey. 


Air-mail connections between 


the Pacific coast and Alaska al- 
ready are talked about, although 
no definite development has yet 
been reported here. 


On the trans-Atlantic 
mails, 


the great potential saving 
in 


time will be^derived from 
the 


contact of airplanes at sea with 
the regular steamer line^. Such 
connections are still in an ex- 
oerimental staee. but their fu- 
ture practicability already has 
been definitely indicated, and 
postal officials will observe care- 
fu'lv future develooments.

The collection was donated by 


a New Haven company and In- 
cludes many old specimens of 
•clocks and watches which show 
ithet'development of timepieces. 
•The water clock that Archimedes 
constructed Isn't among it, but 
there are more than enough old 
time -Instruments to demonstrate 
the evolution. 


King Alfred 
of England is 


credited with inventing the time- 
keeping candle, as well as the first 
horn lamp shade, and the Smith- 
sonian has such a candle—not 
King Alfred's—which was marked 
off in numbered spaces and in- 
tended to burn equal lengths in a 
given time. 


Somewhat similar is an old oil 


:lamp which has the hours marked 
off in similar spaces on the glass 
oil container which rests abo've 
the wick. As the oil burnt slowly 
it fell and drained off the tours.

TfARIOUS types of hour glasses, 
* of course, including one set of 
fourteenth century glasses found 
in Nuremburg in which the drop- 
ping sands.not only indicated the 
passing of hours but also of quar- 
ter hours and the half hour.

used by shepherds and carried in 
the pocket. Perhaps this was the 
first watch. It's a tiny ivory

making and.the exhibit contain! 
beautiful ivory pocket sundials. 
One is a seventeenth century 
specimen from Nuremburg, hinged 
and ' folding . together.

watches contained magnetic com- 
passes, 
elaborate 
astronomical 


charts and lists of the latitudes of 
the principal European cities'. 
They had string gnomons. Thera' 
are sixteenth century, specimens 
from China and Japan. 
There's a model of the primi- 


tive sundial used by the MonU- 
gnais Indians, who merely set up a 
stall 'in the snow and- noted the 
angles between shadows 
from 


time to time. 


And an iron clock dial, six- 


teenth century French, on which 
the figures run backward because 
the dial revolved instead of the 
hands.

npHE water clock was'apparently 
•*• the original timepiece 
and 


good examples of those are also 
shown, though not 
from the. 


earliest period of their existence. 


One of these shows a hollow 


drum suspended between parallel 
shafts on which the hours are 
marked.. The drum is divided 
nto seven compartments by parti- 
tions which do not quite reach the 
center and ea«h compartment has 
a tiny hole through which the 
water dripped. 
As the water 


dripped out, it appears, the drum 
rose or fell.

What a fine op- 
portunity for them to exercise 
the right to vote! The outstand- 
ing reason is obsterical 
cases. 


Next to mothers themselves, I 
believe 
I 
know 
intimately 


through long practice just what 
sufferings and difficulties accom- 
pany chidbirth. Many cases can 
be properly cared for in 
the 


homes of the patients, but fre- 
quently that is impossible. The 
crying need in these latter cas- 
es is a well equipped Rush Coun- 
ty Hospital for those 
women 


who, through either necessity or 
choice, must pass the 
ordeal 


away from home, in order to get 
proper treatment. 


Let any physician be called to 


a home in childbirth, and find 
^he prospective mothff: blind 
and in convulsions, and let this 
sufferer be your wife or daugh- 
ter, what man would be so heart- 
less as to oppose the hospital be- 
cause of the small 
taxes 
in- 


volved? How reassuring it would 
be to know that there is a hos- 
pital where the suffering woman 
can be properly treated, 
and 


where alFmodern armlianoe3 and 
comforts are available! No mat- 
ter who the woman may be. poor 
or rich, dweller hi country 
or 


dweller in town, she is entitled 
to all the benefits that science 
has created. Nothing can be too 
good for our mothers. Our na- 
tion is what our mothers make 
it. 


In the smaller communities of 


Rush County doctors are 
few 


and becoming fewer. I am of 
opinion that when these few re- 
maining "country doctors." as 
(hey are affectionately called, re- 
tire from practice, no one will 
take their-places. Two_years in 
medical school used to be all the? 
education a doctor received, but 
today six to eight years ure re- 
auired before a license to prac- 
tice is issued. Medical students 
of this day get the practical 
cart of then- education in hospi- 
'tals where the equipments and 
facilities for proper treatment, 
are complete. Naturally, when 
they seek a location to practice, 
they go where there are hospit- 
als to which they can take pa- 
tients who reouire special treat- 
ment. As small places do/ not 
have hospitals, doctors 
rarely 


locate in those places now. Mod- 
ern medicine demands hospitals. 
Formerly hospitals > were main- 
tained . for surgical cases only. 
Today the hospitals have many 
other uses. 


Take the married couples who 


have no children. As age comes 
on, infirmities develop, and dis- 
eases strike* who is going' to 
care for these 
unforturiates? 


Neighbors don' do washings, cook 
meals and sit up with the ailing 
night after 'night as"1 they used 
to do. Times have changed, per- 
haps not always for the^best, but" 
they have changed. We have to 


look the facts squarely in the 
eye. 


The reader of these words may 


not need the aid of a hospital 
right now, mor maybe tomorrow, 
but where is the prophet .who 
can accurately predict that you 
will not-need it next week, or 
next month or next year? When 
we get this jhospital it will be 
right there on the job when it 
is needed by anybody.

This is a fact age. Sverybody 


is eternally going 
somewhere, 


and going quickly. Speed is in 
the blood, and to go with a fran- 
tic rush is the fashion of the 
day. Tourists 
from everywhere 


J speed along

highways

country. While here they are our 
guests, and if accidents overtake 
them (as accidents have a habit 
of doing, even to careful drivers) 
a hospital where their infories 
can be instantly looked after is 
-imperative. And don't

that many of these mishaps oc- 
cur to our own people.

No one can estimate the value 


of a hospital. No one can tell 
when capacity, of such an insti- 
tution will be tested. In a city 
and county like Shelbyville and, 
Shelby county it is reasonably 
expected that a local hospital 
will be continuously patronized, 
if not to its normal capacity. 
But on Wednesday, when more 
than twenty 'injured 
persons 


were hurried to the Major Mem- 
orial Hospital from 
Fairland, 


their injuries being caused by a 
collision of interurban cars, it 
was then that the real value of 
the hospital was impressed on 
the minds of the citizens. As it 
always is, the hospital was pre- 
pared to meet this emergency. 
When" word was received at the 
hospital that the,-e 
patients 


would be brought there in am- 
bulances, there was no excite- 
ment, no hurrying and scurry- 
ing in "get ready" but on the 
contrary the operating room was 
in readiness, the physicians and 
surgeons were at attention, beds, 
were in readiness. There was no 
confusion, no wondering "what 
will we do." As these patients 
arrived they were 
examined, 


many of them being discharged, 
but not until the records were 
made complete as to each indi- 
vidual. The more seriously 
in- 


jured were held for treatment 
In an hour after, this a second 
accident happened, one man be- 
ing seriously injured.' it is condi- 
tions like these that 
should 


bring home to all .citizens the 
fact that the hospital is~not on- 
ly a necessity at all times'but is 
indispensable in emergencies.

Why should the 
women of 


Rush County have a hospital? 


;•• First, because of the increas- 
ing shortage of doctors in rural 
communities. Rush County, I am 
told, has about half the number 
of physicians now $hat were here 
a few decades ago- And in the 
country now the only physicians 
are men of middle age or older. 
When these physicians die, as 
even physicians must, some day, 
no one comes iri to take their 
places. The young medical stu- 
dents of today have their eyes 
turned toward the cities where 
{population is congested 
and 


where they have'facilities for 
the proper treatment of disease 
and injury. 
The death rate in rural dis- 


tricts has not been 
materially 


lessened in thelast 20 years, but 
the death rate in large 
cities 


during the same period has been 
reduced. This condition is due, 
according to medical authorities, 
to the better facilities in cities 
for diagnosis and treatment .of 
disease. 


The American Medical Asso- 


ciation, in its March, 1925, Jour- 
nal, states: "The lack of hospi- 
tals has undoubtedly been a pro- 
minent factor in the abandon- 
ment of smaller rural commun- 
ities by physicians, since well-to- 
do-country people .have been 
forced to go to larger towns and 
cities for hospital care. An in- 
crease in the number of modern 
hospitals, therefore, even though 
small, will help to bring a wider 
distribution of physicians." 


In the second place, a-modern, 


well-equpped hospital will make 
the country more attractive to 
our young people, as well as to 
doctors who are seeking a field 
of service. In one year 2 million 
people migrated from the coun- 
try to the cities of the United 
States, and only 800,000 from the 
cities to the country. We use to 
stag: "How are you going-' to 
keep them down on the farm, 
after they've seen Paree?" This 
is becoming a real'problem. 


We hear a great deal today 


about relief for the farmer but 
very little about relief for the 
farmer's wife. The farmer's wife 
often looks with envy toward 
the city-dweller's wife, who toils 
not. neither does she spin, yet 
Solomon in all his glory was not 
so arrayed." The farmer's wife 
today has conveniences of which 
her grandmother never dreamed 
—sewing machine, telephone and 
the family "flivver," but what of 
the average farmer's wife. The 
government has been busy gath- 
ering facts about her, and here

several other abilities to her re- 
pertoire, so much the better. Of 
course she doesn't, know this; if 
she did the- ranks of ministers' 
wives would1 be depleted and cel- 
ibacy would be forced upon the 
Protestant clergy."-

er's bride know that she will- be 
expected to work fronv-ten 
to 


thirteen hours, cook, sew, mend, 
milk, harvest. Young love has a 
way of pulling the wool over our 
eyes. But women are getting 
wiser. The serpent fooled Moth- 
er Eve, but Eve's daughters are 
becoming wiser. If we expect WOT 
man to stay on the farm 'w6 
must give her'some of the con- 
veniences enjoyed by her town 
and city sisters, and 
among 


these conveniences, none will 
make the farm more attractive 
than a modern, well-equipp'ed 
hospital for the.care of the far- 
mer's wife and her children. 


Doubtlessly some will argue 


that farmers' wives of the years 
gone -by did not have a hospital 
and that they got along all 
right. But multitudes of them 
died.

In the journal of the Lewis 


and Clark expedition there is -an 
account of an Indian woman 
who had been leading two pack 
horses. She dropped out of the 
procession 
and one 
of the 


Indians told the white men that 
she would be along soon. Within 
an hour's time th~e squaw came 
along with her newborn infant, 
and passed on to the camp, 
seeminjgly u> perfect health. 


The first Americans did not 


think it was necessary for their

daily toil are thirteen for 
summer and a fraction' over ten 
for the winter; all her days of 
rest, taken one at a time usually, 
add uo less than two weeks per 
year. She cares for an average of 
eight rooms, carries in the water 
in three cases out of five and 
does her own sowing, mending, 
baking and washing in ninety- 
five cases out of everv hundred. 
In eight cases out of ten 
she 


cleans and cares for kerosene 
lamps, keeps from one to two 
stoves eoing, and iri more than 
one half the cases carries in the 
fuel herself. Fortt-two percent 
of the farms have nower 
ma- 


chines (for the farms) but only 
fifteen percent of the 
houses 


(have power machines.) There 
Is running water 'in one house 
in three and a bath tub hi one 
out of five. Most of the homes 
have sewing machines but only 
fifty-seven percent have wash- 
ing machines and forty-seven 
percent" carpet sweepers.
